ARMORED CONVOY 
VISITS CROSSFIELD 


The first lap of a 1500 mile 
journey was completed Monday 
morning when the mobile ariny 
convoy rolled into Crossfield and 
gave a military display of modern 
war weapons, After marching 
through the main street in their 
summer uniforms and full equip- 
ment, the troops moved into 
Memorial Park where they began 
their demonstration before 400 
residents of the town and district. 

The different formations used 
while advancing under enemy fire 
were shown, then, donning gas 
masks, precautions taken while 
under a gas attack were demon- 
strated by the troops, A number 
of deadly Weapons were then 
brought out and explained in detail 
to the on-lookers, These included 
the Lee Enfield rifle, Bren machine 
guns, Thompson ‘lommy’ guns 
and Boyes’ anti-tank rifles. 

Climaxing the display was a full 
scale attack on a trench protected 
by a barbed wire entanglement. 
Under cover of a smoke screen 
and accompanied by a highly 
maneuvrable Bren gun carrier, the 
attacking troops with fixed bayon- 
ets advanced in short rushes 
throwing hand grenades, and then 
yelling wildly in a final spurt they 
finished off the defenders of the 
trench, All in all it made avery 
realistic picture of war at fist 
hand and to add to the scene was 
the occasional air-force plane fly- 
ing overhead. 

A running commentary was 
given during the display by Ma. 
jor Fieming and his aides Lieut 
Kent and Lieut. Raymont through 
theloud speaker system brought 
with the convoy, 

Dinner was cooked in army style 
for the 100 members of the con- 
voy, but at this point rain began 
to fall heavily and proceedings 
were hrought to a stop, 

At one o'clock the convoy head- 
ed north for Carstairs where a 
similar demonstration was staged 
during the afternoon, All who 
saw the display thoroughly enjoy- 
ed it, but little response to enlist- 
ment was received, only one 
recruit being interviewed by the 
medical board,
